The motor In- 
dnatry, it ia farthar reported. h«a util- 
Ued the aarvloaa-ot dlaOhargad aol- 
diere and aallora to tha tuUeat extent 
PracUcally all of the men returned 
from the servioe who before enlisting 
were In the motor Industry or trade, 
have been reemployed. In addition, a 
great many men who have been traln^ 
ed along lines while In the service, 
have also found employment. 

On account of the labor unrest In 
practically all skilled labor lines, 
however, and on account of the falling 
off of Immigration and apprenticeship 
during the period of the war, there are 
atlU a number of excellent opportun- 
' itlaa open to ax-aarrloa men who be- 
fore the war were mtftnbers of the mo- 
tor Industry, or who during the war 
acquired skill In the motor trade.

Tha annual report of the County 
Suparlntandant of Bohoola haa Juat 
been filed by Superintendent George 
H.. Tumipseed with County Judge H. 
P. Pumell for his investigation and 
approval and for forwarding to the 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction at Frankfort. 

This repurl is said by tliose who 
have liniKtled such reiiortH heretofore 
to be the best hcIkkiI rcimrl (hat has 
lieeii filed in Mason ci)\inty in years, 
Tlio ri'i)ort is in detail and shows that 
dnriiiK the year there haa come into 
the hands of the County Superintend- 
ent and the County Board of Educa- 
tion a total ot 166.677 from all source? 
and that the expenses of the county 
schools for the year have amounted to 
$69,094,46 leaving a nice balance in 
the aohool fund to begin the new year 
with. 

During the year the aehoola of the 
county have inatmotad 2.912 pupils of 
which 16S were in the throe county 
high aohools. There baa been an aver- 
age dally attendance at the various 
schools of 1466 students and these 
have been Instructed by Rfl teachers. 

The most interesting feature of the 
entire report is that section devoted to 
the expenses of the County Superin- 
tendent That County Superintendent 
T uriilpHeed Is the niosi oconoinical 
school head the county has ever had 
is shown by the fact that diirinj; the 
year Prof. Turnipsced's eupcnseB liave 
amounted to only $6.R7 above his sal- 
ary. Thla feature is absolutely as- 
touniling and brought from County 
Judge H. P. Pumell and the other 
county oflllcldls the highest praise. Ma- 
son county has never had a school su- 
perintendent who has cost the county 
less money and who haa accomplish- 
ed more. 

This record la one that will not like- 
ly be equaled by any aohoof depart- 
ment of auch large pro^rtlona not 
only in the state of Kentucky but as 
well In the whole of the United States. 
The year haa been a very aucceaaful 
one despite the many handicaps the 
school authorities have faced. It Is 
not likely that there has eviM- hceii 
such iiiteruptlon of school work as 
there was during the past year occa- 
sioned by the influenza epidemic but 
the tcacliers expect to make up for 
lost time during the coming season by 
one of the hardest years' work they 
have ever done. 

The Public Ledger voices the sen- 
timents of every one in Mason county 
in extending hearty congratulations to 
Prof. Turnipseed upon thla wonderful 
record of aehlavement and extraordi- 
nary management.

rontraetor Who Wdl Imprnre the Sar* 
dls Pflte Arrived Here Today »'lth 
His Force of Hen and His Ma- 
chinery—Work to Be Com' 
]>M^ In nwt TIm. 

Contractor s. M. Bllllur, of Cov- 
ington, arrived In IdayavlUa Wednes- 
day evening and Thuraday morning 
hia road working maohlnery arrived 
over tha C. ft O. and was Immediately 
unleaded and delivered to the Sardis 
pike where hh has contracted for im- 
proving the pike Into practically a 
new road. Along with Mr nilllter and 
his iiiarhinery also came u force of ex- 
perienci'il n.ad men who began work 
imnicdiati 1\ iiiiing thlngB in order 
for the work on the pike. 

.Mr. IiiUiter bears the reputation of 
IjelnK one of the most progressive road, 
contractors In the state of Kentucky. 
He Is proliahly better equipped for 
road work than any other contractor 
In the state apd he is anxious to get 
the work on the Sardis pike complet- 
ed so that he can get another contract 
and get it finished before the season 
olosea. It is therefore expected that 
the work on the Ma^n county pike 
will, go forward very rapidly and that 
the pike will be In flrat clau condition 
before long. 

The only other road work to be done 
on a large acala in Maaon coun^ thla 
year will be the resurfacing of the 
model pikes of the county by the state 
force and this work is expected to he- 
Rin In a very short time "n that this 
Job will also be concpleted tlilH sea- 
son.

Waahlngton, July 24.— A United 
States army bombing plane, carrying 
a crew of Ave, oommandaCT'by Lieut. 
Col. R. S. UarU, left the ground here 
at 10 a. m. on tha flrat lag of a flight 
of nearly 8,000 milea around the rim I 
of tha country. The flrat atop sche- 1 
doled la Augnata, lta„ 660 mllae from 
Washington. . 

The flight is the longest ever at- 
tempted by the army air service, and 
will carry the machine tiirough 31 
States, over 95 cities and cover long 
stretches of the Atlantic, Pacific and 
gulf coasts, as well as the Canadian 
border. 

Col. Hartz was accompanied by Re- 
■iorve Pilots Mcut. Ernest E. Harmon 
and Lotha A. Smith and Mechanics 
Sergt. John Harding, Jr., and Master 
Electrician Jeremiah Tobias. The big 
machine rose from Boiling Held, cir- 
cled the Wlilte House In low flight, 
and then headed away on Ita course. 

Direct flight between the points de- 
signated for the termlnua of each 
day's flight will not be attempted. The 
first atop today will be-«t Hasiehurst 
field. Long Island. Tomorrow the air- 
men will proceed from Augusta to 
Cleveland, 680 miles. 

The general line to be followed will 
carry the machine In order to Duluth, 
Minn.; Seattle, Wash.; San Diego, 
Cal.; San Antonio, Tex.; .Miami, Fla , 
and back to Washington. The actual 
measured distance of the route Is 7.-_ 
805 miles. 

The iiiachliic used is a two-engined 
craft known as the U. S. Martin bom- 
ber.

When the trucka are 
received repreaentotlves of the var- 
ioua oountlea taking part In the dis- 
tribution will be called upon to draw 
for new and old trucks. It Is to be 
hoped that Mason county will be lucky 
enough to draw one of the new un- 
used machines. 

It is thought by the state depart- 
ment that all of the three machines 
\vhich have been given to Mason coun- 
ty will he received in a short time and 
the county ofllclais are hoping that 
they will soon be received as they are 
badly needed In the road work this 
summer.

Prior 
to the Civil War many ardent advocates of slavery brought forth 
Tigorona arguments in behalf of the wisdom of slavery. We have a 
book written prior to the Civil War by a distinguished Methodist 
clergyman who undertook to prove by his interpretation of the Bible 
that to abolish slavery would be to g^o directly contrary to tlio 
t^ehing of the Bible. Indeed, he held that slavery was of Divine 
origin and should be maintained by the South. His argument in be- 
half of slavery was far more plausible and had more justification 
thah any argument that can possibly be advanced in behalf of the 
litiuor trafSce. Indeed, slavery took millions of people fresh from 
the barbarism of Africa, civilized them and evangelized hundreds of 
thousands of them, resulting in probably the greatest piece of mis- 
sionary work ever done in the last five or six centuries. 

Thus slavery had something to its credit ; the liquor trafiice has 
nothing to its credit. It cannot live except on the broken hearts and 
the ruined lives of its devotees. It lias filled the world tliroiigh I hi' 
centuries with widows and orphans, with lives completely' wrecked 
for this world and souls lost for eternity through its accursed effect 
on mankind. No one dares today to uphold slavery ; no one dares to 
defend the opium traffic or demands that "personal liberty" shall 
permit cocaine and opium and other deadly drugs to be freely sold 
and used. But the arguments for slavery and for "personal liberty" 
in the handling and the nse of deadly- drugs ar^ far- stronger than 
any argument that can be advaiu > d in behalf of the liquor traffic. —

Dedarint that she was itmok and 
bruised by Paul Rite, ymos Lexing- 
ton bualnasa naa . reoeBtljr returned 
from orersHS, while awaiting her hus- 
band on the mesaanlae floor ot the 
Phoenix Hotel, and tnrthar eharging 
Hite used rooms at the hotel for im- 
moral and Illegal purposes with the 
knowledge of the hotel, Mrs. Kathryn 
Arnold made HIte and the Phoenix 
Hotel Company joint defendants In a 
suit asking damages to the extent of 
175,000, filed lu the Federal Court for 
the Eastern District of Kentucky yes- 
terday. According to tho petition, 
filed by Attorney J. A. Edge, of Lex- 
ington, the alleged attack occurred on 
April 24 of this year, while Che was 
a guest of the hotel. 

Mrs. Arnold, who lives on Bryan 
avenue In Lexington, when asked 
Wednesday regarding the Incident 
which Is the basis tbr the suit, de- 
clared that while she was sitting oa 
the massanlne floor o< the hotel wait- 
ing tor her husband, Rita approached 
her and, after maldag an Innltlng re- 
mark, struck her while A* was sit- 
ting In a chair. 

Mrs. Arnold said she appealed tor 
help and the house detective was Anal- 
ly called. She then procured warrants 
for Hlte's arrest, though she did not 
appear In police court to prosecute 
him Police rerords show that HIto 
was arrested on two charges ot breach 
ot the peace, and that the case was 
continued until May R, when ho was 
fined $1 and costs in each case. HIte, 
according to Mrs. Arnold, was Intoxi- 
cated at the time of the alleged as- 
sault. J 

Hite'a home Is In Frankfort, though 
he had been making his home In Lex- 
ington for some time before the inci- 
dent at the hotel.

GRAVE DIGGER IS 
ARRESTED, CHARGED 
WITHGRAVEROBBERY 

Atthongh Stmrtly Doiylnr Chai|e» CIr- 
onmstaatlal BtMwoo U Strong 
Agntmt SMlimrttar. 

After a night In Jail, Henry Baal- 
wschter, 62, grave digger by trade, 

continued to deny Thursday he knows 
anything ot the robbery of the grave 
of Clara Fischer, 16, ot 606 B. Third 
street, Newport, at St. Stephen's Cem- 
etery, near Ft. Thomas, Thursday 
night a week ago. 

He Is charged with the crime In a 
warrant sworn out by Clara Fischer's 
brother, Charles Fischer. 

In SaalWBchtor's room there were 
found a number of pictures of women 
clipped from newspapers and maga- 
zines, Including the picture of a girl 
whose hair had been dipped by an as- 
sailant, detoetlves charge. 

The. Investigation that resulted in 
Saalwaohter's arreat Involved not only 
circumstances relating directly to the 
robbery of Clara Fischer's grave, but 
related to the personal habit of Saal- 
wachter, who Is unmarried. 

A bacteriological examination of 
certain stains found on the clothes ot 
the dead girl established the motive ot 
the person who robbed her grave, ac- 
cording to detectives. 

Blaine McLaughlin, county attorney 
of Campbell county, who at first held 
to theory that the crime was Inspired 
by spite, nursed by a disordered mind, 
said the robbery was the work of a 
dangerous type of man after he heard 
the result ot the bacteriological test. 

This Uet Indicated that after the 
body of the girl was removed from the 
grave It waa mistreated. 

Saalwaehter waa employed as grave 
digger In Bt Stephen's Cemetery un- 
til several months ago. His arrest fol- 
lowed many hours of questioning in 
the ofOce ot L. J. Diskin, common- 
wealth attorney ot Campbell county. 

He Is charged in the aflldavit with 
having disinterred the body of the 
Fischer girl I'nder the laws of Ken- 
tucky the penalty Is a line of not less 
than $200 or more than $1000, and Im- 
prisonment for not leas than two 
months or more than six months. 

Magistrate E. R. Brandes fixed Saal- 
waohter's bond at $3000 He will be 
given a preliminary hearing in a tew 
days.
